A YELLOW ADVERTISER investigation has 
been declared the public’s favourite newspaper 
campaign of 2018.

DONT BATHE 
ATTHE BEACH 


Water quality rated ‘poor’ after raised levels of faecal bacteria in samples

PEOPLE are being told not to 
bathe at a Leigh beaeh after the 
water quality was rated as “poor”. 

Leigh Bell Wharf has been 
reelassified to “poor” for the quality 
of its bathing water - only nine out 
of 420 loeations in England were 
given the rating in 2018, mean¬ 
ing they fail to meet the minimum 
standard. 

The ratings are made aeeording to 
the average sampling results over 


a four-year period, with the latest 
results dropping the water quality at 
Leigh Bell Wharf from “suffieient”. 

Raised levels of baeteria were 
found in samples, a Southend 
Couneil spokesman said. 

The eouneil eonfirmed it is put¬ 
ting up signs at the beaeh with the 
words “adviee against bathing” on 
them. 

Seott Dolling, direetor of eulture, 
tourism and property at the eouneil, 
ealled the latest elassifieation “very 
disappointing”. 

“We have a duty to ensure that 
the publie is able to make informed 


ehoiees about whether or not to 
swim in our eoastal waters and that 
is exaetly what we are doing,” he 
said. 

“Over the past months, we 
have been working hard with the 
Environment Ageney and Anglian 
Water, who own the sewage 
system, to identify possible sourees 
of eontamination and take aetion. 

“Together, we aim to improve 
the bathing water quality, improve 
future sampling results and see 
the beaeh reelassified as at least 
“suffieient” in future years. 

“However, until then, we advise 


the publie not to bathe there.” 

The eouneil said that the baeteria 
tested for - E.eoli and intestinal 
enteroeoeei - are usually found 
in faeees and suggested possible 
sourees ineluding miseonneeted 
sewers from properties, dog mess 
on the beaeh or sediment and 
seaweed. 

An Anglian Water spokesman 
said the “poor” water quality is 
“likely to be the result of several 
sourees of environmental pollution 
having a eombined detrimental 
effeet”.

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Opposition holds top posts 
on key council committees 


OPPOSITION groups on Southend 
Council have taken control of key 
decision-making committees, writes 
STEVE SHAW. 

Councillors last week came togeth¬ 
er for the first full council meeting 
since the local elections, which saw 
the Conservatives lose their majority 
and Cllr Tony Cox take over as council 
leader of a minority administration. 

While opposition parties failed to 
form a coalition that would oust the 
minority administration, they did vote 
to ensure that they had top positions in 
some of the council’s most important 
committees, beating every nomination 
the Tories put forward. 

Liberal Democrat leader, Cllr Carole 
Mulroney, took the chairman role on

the development committee, which has 
the final say on many of the planning 
decisions that come to the council. 

Independent councillor Nick Ward 
was made chairman of the licensing

committee. Opposition councillors 
were also made council representa¬ 
tives on 26 outside bodies, including 
the Essex Pension Fund, the Local 
Government Association General 


Assembly and the Southend Residents 
Forum. 

Cllr Cox said after the meeting: “We 
still have positions guaranteed on those 
committee but to be fair to the oppos¬ 
ition groups I am not surprised that they 
divvied up the top positions between 
them. It was not a great shock or sur¬ 
prise.” 

He acknowledged there will be chal¬ 
lenges as a minority administration but 
reiterated that he wants a new way of 
doing politics that focuses on “open¬ 
ness, honesty and transparency.” 

Labour councillor Matt Dent said: 
“The result bodes well for trust between 
the opposition parties. There is going to 
have to be a new way of working on the 
council, with more cooperation.”

He added that the company had spent 
more than £150,000 on understanding 
the issues at Leigh Bell Wharf, and is 
monitoring its equipment to ensure it 
is working as it should. 

“Together with Southend Council 
and the Environment Agency, we 
are using state-of-the-art technol¬ 
ogy including CCTV, dye tracing, 
sampling and on-foot surveys of the 
coastal area surrounding the bathing 
water to understand what is causing 
the issue.” 

Despite the reclassification, the 
2018 samples at Leigh Bell Wharf 
showed an overall improvement com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

Anna Bums, area environment man¬ 
ager at the Environment Agency, said: 
“Despite the deterioration in the over¬ 
all classification, we were encouraged 
to see the improvement in last year’s 
bathing water results for Leigh. 

“We are committed to continuing 


our work with Anglian Water and 
Southend Council to eliminate pollu¬ 
tion sources and improve water qual¬ 
ity again this season.” 

The three organisations say they 
have produced action plans to 
improve the water quality to at least 
being rated “sufficient” at the next 
classification, and have been monitor¬ 
ing, investigating and tackling poten¬ 
tial sources of the pollution causing 
the water quality issues. 

Leigh ward councillor and leader 
of the Liberal Democrat group on the 
council, Carole Mulroney, said she 
has been urging the council to take 
appropriate action for some time. 

She added: “The reports are very 
concerning. Leigh beach is a small 
but vital part of the Old Town and is 
the resort of many families during the 
fine weather.”

BiSM, 
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Leader’s position on 
police cuts falls short

THE leader of Essex County Couneil 
has been aeeused of misjudging erime 
priorities by failing to stand up for 
the eounty in the faee of poliee euts, 
despite pledging £500,000 of eouneil 
money to fight eounty line drugs gangs. 

David Fineh repeated eouneil aetion 
to offer £500,000 of extra funding 
to help poliee taekle so-ealled eounty 
lines drugs in Full Couneil last week. 

But the move was deeded as trivial 
given the seale of euts the foree has 
faeed - it lost 400 offieers between 
2011 and last year. 

And although those numbers are 
inereasing again - 150 new poliee 
offieer were reeruited last year and 
another 215 will be over the next year 
- Lib Dem eouneillor, Barry Aspinell, 
said Cllr Fineh should have spoken out 
more at the time. 

He said: “In Februaty you gave us 
the spiel about this being the best this 
eouneil or any administration has ever 
put forward in this great eounty of ours. 

“And now you are erowing about put¬ 
ting money into helping the poliee and 
erime eommissioner look after some of 
the problems we have got in Essex. 

“Where were you when the previous 
poliee and erime eommissioner elosed 
dozens of poliee stations around Essex 
and saeked hundreds of poliee offieers, 
leading to this rise in erime?

“We have young people in Essex 
being knifed to death. We have drugs 
running rife throughout the eounty. 

“And you are telling us you are put¬ 
ting £500,000 to fight that. 

“We needed you when it was needed 
to stand up for us and our eommunity 
to stop the Conservative erime eommis¬ 
sioner move to reduee the effeetiveness 
of erime prevention in Essex.” 


On taekling the seourge of eoun¬ 
ty lines gangs, the first Violenee and 
Vulnerability Round Table took plaee 
on May 10. 

This forum is the first of a ser¬ 
ies of multi-ageney meetings whieh 
bring together the poliee, youth offend¬ 
ing serviees, publie health, and loeal 
government to ereate a partnership 
approaeh to dealing with all violent 
erime in Essex. 

ECC says the funding will help the 
partnership to undertake early identifi- 
eation, referral and support of those at 
risk, to provide edueation, myth bust¬ 
ing, skills and qualifieations to vulner¬ 
able young people so they are less like¬ 
ly to beeome involved in gang aetivity, 
and to undertake disruption aetivity to 
ereate the eonditions in whieh gang 
aetivity eannot thrive. 

Cllr Fineh said: “The deeision made 
in terms of the foree and distribution 
of the foree and effieieney of the foree 
is a matter for the poliee and erime 
eommissioner. 

“Let me be elear, in putting forward 
the £500,000. I didn’t do that for the 
benefit of the poliee foree, I did that for 
the benefit of residents of Essex. 

“Those are the people who are 
suffering with erime and those are 
the people who are suffering from the 
issues of drug peddling. 

“It would be remiss of me and my 
eabinet to ignore those issues. 

“Where there is the opportunity to 
find funding it is the right thing to do.”

A poor excuse for entertainment 


LAST week was Mental 
Awareness Week (there’s 
also a National Sausage 
Week on the calendar, so 
don’t put too much store in 
it) and I suppose it’s iron¬ 
ic that the death of a man 
days after filming an episode 
of The Jeremy Kyle Show 
should fall in that period. 

ITV acted quickly in not 
only pulling the show from 
its schedules, but also taking 
all previous episodes from 
the ITV Hub.

All in the name of enter¬ 
tainment. 

Of course, the show’s 
supporters will argue that 


Jezza was engaged in con¬ 
flict resolution and that he 
helped a lot of people who 
appeared in front of the 
cameras. 

On the few times I found 
myself in front of a television 
when it was on, that was far 
from the impression I got. 

Yet no matter how pre¬ 
dictable it became, people 
watched, taking comfort 
that no matter how bad 
things were, at least their 
life wasn’t as messed up 
as the dentally challenged, 
shell-suited sub working 
class fighting it out for the 
cameras. 

Their horrible lives made 
you, the viewer (voyeur), feel 
better about yourself.

were getting into, even if 
some of them seemed to 
think they could outsmart a 
lie detector when they didn’t 
even have the gumption to 
colour co-ordinate their 
track suit bottoms with their 
tops. 

The people who appear on 
Love Island are looking for 
fame, plain and simple. 

Their vacuous self-absorp¬ 
tion, which leaves them with 
an embarrassing lack of any 
awareness of what’s going 
on in the world, is celebrated 
and mocked in equal meas¬ 
ure. 

But they don’t care 
because once they get home, 
trash magazines are going 
to want them on their cov¬ 
ers, celebrity dating, skiing 
or cookery shows will come 
calling and clubs are going 
to pay YOU to go see THEM. 

At least for a while. 

Neither Love Island nor 
Jeremy Kyle’s guests tend 
to inspire our sympathy. But 
these are human beings - 
gloriously flawed, but people 
all the same - and wheth¬ 
er it’s British Pie Week or 
Kick Someone When They’re 
Down Week, their mental 
welfare should be a duty 
of care on the part of the 
producers of these TV cir¬ 
cus shows in which, who 
knows, YOU could be the 
next clown.. 

Because mental health 
shows no class prejudice.

YA child abuse expose shows 
crucial role of regional press

the public and saw the YA fend off 
competition from giant newspapers 
such as the Manchester Evening 
News and the Birmingham Mail. 

Host Nick Ferrari said the YA’s 
Shoebury Sex Ring expose had 
“required tenacity, intelligence and 
courage”. 

He told the audience at Savoy 
Place, London: “Hours of work 
has led to the police investigation 
being reopened and the victims’ 
stories being told at last.” 

Chief reporter Charles Thomson, 
who has led the Shoebury campaign 
since 2015, was named Weekly 
Reporter of the Year at the cere¬ 
mony, having been highly com¬ 
mended in the same category for the 
last two years. 

Mr Ferrari said Charles had 
“impressed judges with his depth 
of investigative reporting”, writing 
“stories that amply demonstrate the 
tremendous value of local report¬ 
ing”. 

Judges described the YA as a free 
weekly paper “that consistently 
punches above its weight, earning 
nominations for its strong investi¬ 
gative coverage in national journal¬ 
ism awards, in categories alongside 
large, daily city newspapers and 
national news outlets”. 

The ceremony featured a tribute 
to journalist Lyra McKee, who 
was posthumously honoured with 
the Journalists’ Charity Award

after being shot dead last month in 
Northern Ireland. 

Her mother and sister received a 
standing ovation as they collected 
the prize. 

Ian Murray, executive director of 
the Society of Editors, said: “From 
covering local democracy to ensur¬ 
ing open justice the length and 
breadth of the UK, the local media 
is alive and playing a vital role - 
and these awards prove what good 
shape the industry is in.” 

Charles said: “It is a great honour 
to have been recognised in these 
two categories and I must thank 
all those who voted for us in the 
Making a Difference category. Our 
Shoebury investigation remains 
ongoing. Most recently, we have 
taken legal action against Essex 
County Council, in an effort to force 
it to publish the results of a child 
sex abuse inquiry which it secretly 
commissioned more than 20 years 
ago and has kept hidden away ever 
since.” 

YA editor, Mick Ferris, said: 
“I’m delighted that we have been 
recognised for our work in exposing 
the ongoing cover up of historic 
child sex abuse and Charlie thor¬ 
oughly deserves his accolade. 

“This investigation is far from 
over and the authorities intent on 
hiding the truth of this appalling 
scandal should take note that we 
will not stop until those responsible 
are held to account.”

Home improvements 


A S the housing market slows in some parts 
of the UK, many homeowners are choos¬ 
ing to improve their property, rather than 
move - and research from Post Office Money 
suggests you can potentially add significant value 
by doing so. 

But before you start, it’s important to weigh 
up the costs involved, which could outweigh any 
value that may be added. Here’s how people are 
funding improvements, the value they potentially 
add, and how to keep costs under control... 

How much are homeowners spending? 
According to Post Office Money’s research, 
nearly two-thirds (64%) of homeowners have 
made improvements over the past five years, 
spending £14,015 on average. The costs can stack 
up depending on whether you’re using savings 
or borrowing cash, which could mean significant 
interest charges. In order to fund renovations, 
three-quarters (74%) of home-improvers used 
savings, one in six (16%) a personal loan or credit 
card, while one in 16 (6%) used equity release 
or mortgages. Post Office Money found. A sep¬ 
arate study suggests some costs may be rising. 
Shawbrook Bank says analysis of its loan data 
shows the average size of a home improvement 
loan rose by 16%, when comparing the first quar¬ 
ter of 2019 with the same period for 2018. 

How much can home improvements add to 
the value of a home? 

Post Office Money says analysis based upon the 
average price tag on a three-bed semi-detached 
home in the UK (£286,000) found properties with 
certain home improvements were on the market 
for around 19% higher than the average asking 
price. While this is an indicator of the value that 
home improvements can add, it’s important to 
bear in mind that the price a homeowner wants 
for their property isn’t necessarily the price 
they’re going to get. If renovating with selling up 
in mind, estate agents may be able to give point¬ 
ers on what features buyers look for in your area. 
How much could different home improve¬ 
ments help boost value by? 

Post Office Money’s research searched prop¬ 



erties on Zoopla and renovation websites, to esti¬ 
mate the cost of a home improvement. It found 
properties with a landscaped garden are likely to 
have higher price tags than average. 

Estimated cost of garden landscaping was 
£2,750. It foundproperties with a landscaped 
garden, as well as other features which would 
push up a home’s value, tend to be on the market 
for 77% above average house prices. Meanwhile, 
the cost of an extension was £80,000, and homes 
with this feature were listed for sale for 37% 
above average prices. A new kitchen was estimat¬ 
ed at £7,500 (properties with this were marketed 
for 26% above the average price). 

How do home-improvers make sure they 
keep on top of costs? 

Here are some tips from Paul Went, managing 
director of the consumer division at Shawbrook 
Bank, for financing home improvements: 

1. Set yourself a clear budget and think carefully 
about all the costs involved. 

2. Take time to explore different financing 
options to decide which is best for you - whether 
it’s by using savings or by borrowing. 

3. If you’re borrowing money, shop around 
to find the best rates and keep abreast of how 
potential changes to interest rates may affect 
your costs in the long-term. 

4. Consider a professional valuation to help 
understand what the potential return on invest¬ 
ment might be from the renovations you plan. 

5. Keep your insurer informed of any home 
improvements or renovations to ensure that your 
current policy covers any changes in the value of 
your property.

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CRAIG REVELS 
IN MUSICALS 


STRICTLY: Craig 
Revel-Horwood 


W ITH Annie The Musical coming 
to the Cliffs Pavilion on Monday 
May 27, Strictly judge Craig 
Revel-Horwood talks about his return 
to the stage as Miss Hannigan. 

What made you want to return to 
Annie, and what is so appealing 
about the role of Miss Hannigan? 

I just love this character so much. I 
am deeply in love with her. I think she 
is absolutely fantastic and an extreme¬ 
ly misunderstood woman. It’s such a 
wonderful opportunity to take her from 
the West End out on tour and to play 
her in theatres I have never performed 
Annie in before. Playing her is like an 
actor’s playground, she is a tyrant and 
a villain, and those are always the most 
fun characters to play. I couldn’t believe 
that they wanted me to play Miss 
Hannigan at first, but I thought it would 
be great, and a real challenge. I play her 
for real - she’s not a pantomime dame, 
there’s no mucking about or breaking 
the fourth wall, she’s a very real charac¬ 
ter in a beautifully written show. 

Do you find playing a woman fun, 
or does it come with any particular 
challenges? 

You need to be honest and real with 
it. Obviously body language has a lot 
to do with that, also the voice and the 
accent of course - which I spent six 
months perfecting. As Annie is set in 
1930s New York, it’s really nice to play 
a part who speaks differently than 
almost anyone does these days. It was 
a really enjoyable challenge. 

Audiences know you best as a judge 
on Strictly Come Dancing, do you 
enjoy performing and dancing on the 
stage as opposed to judging others? 


I grew up on musicals. I did West 
Side Story in Australia and then went 
into Me and My Girl and La Cage aux 
Folles. I joined the famous Lido de Paris 
and the Moulin Rouge and that led to 
West End shows. The last musical I 
appeared in in the West End was Crazy 
For You which opened in 1993.1 had a 
really fun year that year. I then left to 
become a director and choreographer, 
and subsequently a judge on Strictly. 

My first hoorah back onto the boards 
was when I did panto ten years ago, 
and that reignited my passion for per¬ 
forming. When I was then asked to do 
Annie a few years ago I couldn’t believe 
it, but it’s such a talented cast, I couldn’t 
say no. 

There’s a vacancy on the Strictly 
judging panel - do you have a dream 
judge you’d like to sit alongside or 
perhaps a fantasy contestant you’d 
love to see take part? 

I’m certainly going to miss Darcy a 
lot, she’s a class act. There are a lot of 
people who could do it, and I want them 
to choose someone who is right for 
the job and has an opinion which is the 
most important thing. 

It’s long been said never work with 
children or animals, but in Annie you 
do both! Are there challenges that 
come with this or do they bring some¬ 
thing extra to the show? 

We have three sets of children on 
Annie, so they bring something really 
organic to the show. You never get the 
same show twice. You have to play it 
differently with each set of children and 
they are so talented and doing incred¬ 
ible work on the stage. They will come 
up with stuff and you’ve got to react 
to it. 


You’re busy all year with Strictly, 
performing and often choreograph¬ 
ing and directing shows as well. 

What do you like to do during any 
down time you get? 

I like sleeping in my own bed and 
cooking in my own home. There’s noth¬ 
ing better to pass the time - whether to 
make up some new recipes or really get 
stuck into something.

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Tyres get smart at Continental 



by Chris Russon 


TYRES are going high-tech to cope with the 
advances being made by car manufacturers in 
the latest generation of electric and autonomous 
vehicles. 

As everyday transport becomes more 
sophisticated, tyre makers are responding by 
making the one common feature of every vehicle 
“smart”. 

German tyre brand Continental is as the 
forefront of development which could lead to 
tyres changing shape automatically to cope with 
differing conditions. 

The so-called ContiAdapt concept adjusts a 
tyre’s pressure and alters the rim width in an 
instant to optimise contact with the road while the 
ContiSense system uses sensors to measure tread 
depth, temperature and tyre damage, relaying 
information to the driver electronically. 

The two systems enable continuous 
monitoring of the tyre’s condition, as well as 
situation-matched adaptation of tyre performance 
characteristics to prevailing road conditions. 

As the days of driverless vehicles come ever 
closer Continental is aware of the safety needs 
for accurate information about all aspects of a 
vehicle’s operations to be instantly available. 

It has also developed a tyre - the EcoContact 
6 - which can be used by most types of current 
models including electric vehicles. 

The EcoContact 6 is being produced in 95 


sizes and on rims ranging from 13 to 20 inches 
with most achieving the highest A standard for 
braking in the wet and low rolling resistance 
under the EU’s tyre labelling scheme. 

Significantly, it is available for tall and narrow 
rims which work best on electric vehicles where 
they help increase range. 

The ContiAdapt system uses micro-compressors 


integrated into the wheel to adjust the tyre 
pressure with a variable-width rim which can 
modify the size of the contact patch. 

Four different combinations allow the tyre 
to adapt to wet, uneven, slippery and normal 
conditions. 

A smaller contact patch combined with high 
tyre pressure make for low rolling resistance and 


energy-efficient driving on smooth, dry roads 
while the combination of a larger contact patch 
with lower tyre pressure delivers ideal grip on 
slippery roads. 

The system also permits very low tyre pressures 
of below one bar to be set, helping to ease the 
vehicle out of a parking space in deep snow, 
for example, or traverse a dangerous stretch of 
black ice. 

ContiSense is based on the development of 
electrically conductive rubber compounds that 
enable electric signals to be sent from a sensor in 
the tyre to a receiver in the car. 

Rubber-based sensors continuously monitor 
both tread depth and temperature. 

If the measured values are above or below 
predefined limits, the system at once alerts the 
driver. 

If anything penetrates the tread, a circuit in 
the tyre is closed, also triggering an immediate 
warning for the driver - faster than the systems 
used to date, which only warn the driver when the 
tyre pressure has already begun to fall. 

The system can even detect information about 
road conditions and its temperature sensors can 
recognise snow, passing the data to the driver 
or transmitting it via Bluetooth to a smartphone. 

Continental says the cost of the extra sensors 
would not be significant and it is hoping to 
introduce its ContiSense technology soon. 

The EcoContact 6 range is already available 
and is priced from around £57 per tyre.
